CALGARY PASTOR POPULAR 
AS OCCUPATION PADRE 

WITH THE R.C.A.F. IN GER¬ 
MANY—Where but little more 
than a year ago echoed the death¬ 
dealing lessons of the Luftwaffe, 
today may be heard a Canadian 
voice expounding the life-giving 
lessons of the Scriptures. 

The voice is that of Sqdn. Ldr. 
Frank H. Harback, Protestant 
padre of the R.C.AJVs 126 Fighter 
Wing at Uetersen, near Hamburg. 
What was once a class room for 
Luftwaffe cadets is now the padre’s 
chapel and an old Nazi desk has 
been converted into an altar. 

The popular padre, formerly min¬ 
ister of Crescent Heights United 
Church, Calgary, now administers 
to one of the largest Canadian 
congrgeations in Europe. As wing 
chaplain, Sqdn. Ldr. Harback min¬ 
isters to the spiritual welfare of 
Protestant personnel of four 
R.CA-F. fighter squadrons, 411, 
412, 416 and 433 squadrons, who 
are engaged in occupational duties 
here. 

Always interested in young peo¬ 
ple and their problems, Padre 
Harback is as much at home in the 
airmen’s canteen as the officers’ 
mess. The padre has never been 
known to be “too busy’’ to extend 
a sympathetic ear to a problem or 
a “beef” and seek to set it right. 

"While it is true that the boys 
are anxious to get home and there 
is a tendency to let down, yet I 
find under the circumstances that 
the morale of the boys is high. 
Conditions under which a padre 
must • work are very good at the 
Wing and I find that the response 
to Sunday services increasing ever 
since I came here a few months 
ago,” said Padre Harback. 

Duties of a chaplain are. numer¬ 
ous-and sometimes the existence of 
these duties are not fully realized. 
While there are hours for services, 
Bible classes, interviews and visit¬ 
ing, the padre is always the “fall 
guy” for station activities when 
volunteers are either too slow or 
too few. It took the audience at 
the Christmas Wing concert here 
quite a few minutes to recognize 
tne shuffling black-faced comedian 
on the stage was their own- padre. 
Fifteen minutes after the concert 
the padre was “washed” and gown¬ 
ed and conducting the Christmas 
Eve service in his chapel. 

"It’s all in the day’s work”, said 
the Wing chaplain. 

In February, Padre Harback will 
have completed three years in the 
chaplaincy service on the R.C.A.F. 

Those 36 months have found the 
padre serving as chaplain at No. 2 
F.I.S., Pearce, Alta.; No. 10 R.D., 
Calgary; No. 6 Bomber Group in 
England, and as a staff lecturer 
in Bible study at the moral leader¬ 
ship course in England. 

Padre Harback is a former resi¬ 
dent of Vulcan, having taken part 
of his schooling here, and will be 
remembered by many Vulcanites.

At the la.*t convention of the Al¬ 
berta Formers’ Union a resolution 
was rassed which asked the pro¬ 
vincial government to prqvide for 
a form of^'membershin check-off” 
through legislation. This request 
' as presented to the government 
lust week .but was turned down on 
the grounds that it would involve 
compulsory membership legisla¬ 
tion. 

The resolution asked the govern- 
' ment to amend the Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts Act to provide that on pres¬ 
entation of a petition signed by 65 
per cent of the resident farmers 
not later than the third day of Ap 
til in any year the council, or the 
‘minister of municipal affairs in 
r: re of lor.nl improvement districts 
shall make a grant equal to $1 per 
resident farmer of the municipal 
district, such to entitle each and 
every fa-mer and his wife to mem- 
lership for one yeir in the Alberta 
banners’ Union or such other re- 
rngnization* as he or she shall 
< esignate, providing that any far¬ 
mer may withdraw from the Un¬ 
ion in any subsequent year by writ 
ing to the council or the minister 
as the case may be.—Wheat Pool 
Budget.

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FAR FROM “ONE WORLD"

C AN the more primitive peoples of the world be 
persuaded that the white man is doing them a 
good turn in developing their natural resources ? 
Can they be brought to see that world employment to 
Increased by the development of rubber or oil or min 
erals and their own condition improved? ” 

These are questions that seem difficult to answer. 
No one is likely to claim that exploration and ex¬ 
ploitation are carried out by white men in jungle 
countries for the pure and undefiled purpose of rais¬ 
ing the standard of living for the native. Projects 
of this nature are not undertaken unless they are 
likely to be profitable for the promoters and share¬ 
holders. The good, if any, that may accrue to the 
native is. incidental to the white man’s profits. 

Perhaps viewed on a world scale, the peaceful 
penetration on the part of the acquisitive white man 
may be justified, if he can keep it peaceful. The de¬ 
velopment of raw materials in a formerly unproduc¬ 
tive country can mean greater world employment, 
more people working, more factory wheels turning 
and a higher level of prosperity. 


But is the primitive native interested in all that 
or does he look upon white man’s zeal for profitable 
production merely as an invasion of his native vil¬ 
lage and an encroachment on his rightful territory? 

Men who have become familiar with native pre¬ 
judices and outlook in the South Pacific, for example 
are discouraged with the difficulty of reconciling 
eastern and western viewpoints on 'this question— 
not amongst the ignorant masses jst any rate. 

One veteran, returned from South Pacific- Areas, 
asks “What can the white man offer the native that 
will mean much to him ? A job makes no particular 
appeal. All he needs is a breech clout and a thatched 
roof. Give him a boat, and he’d forsake his job and 
live on the beach. He has none of the western urge 
to save, to get ahead. All he seems to want is to be 
let alone to exist as his fathers existed before him. 
I can’t see what connecting link can be forged to 
convince the native that his days will be made hap¬ 
pier by granting concessions to the white .man, even 
though similar production could never be realized 
under native control. What interest has the native in 
the turning wheels of industrial England, United 
States or Holland? For that matter what interest 
has our white factory worker in the lot of the jungle 
lad of the South Pacific?” 

This is rather a rebuff to aspirations of “One 
World” in which all men are consciously inter-de¬ 
pendent, and in which all development is for the 
good of mankind, not to enrich some small exploit¬ 
ing group or some private or national exchequer. Or. 
the one hand is the remote native, distrustful of the 
honest intent of the incoming white man, hostile to 
change and jealous of his ownership of his own land. 
On the other hand are vigorous interests of the 
white races, ever seeking new wealth. * How can the 
white man convince the native states of honesty and 
fair dealing? To what extent are white races justi¬ 
fied in seeking to inject their ambitions and meth¬ 
ods into peoples of other lands? 


SO YOU’RE GOING TO THE STATES 


VyHEN the war was at its height, the public in- 
* * dulged in dreams of the freedoms which would 
be restored, once the last gun was fired. Surveys 
were taken to find what Canadian people considered 
the most important freedoms. High on the list came 
the desire to travel freely back and forth across the 
line. This was considered very important, not only 
for the sake of tourist travel, but as a resumption 
of the free and relatively uncomplicated movement 
between two great western nations; an example to 
the world of how we do things on the North Ameri¬ 
can continent; a first step into a world of warmer 
international relationship. 

But alas for dreams! Difficulties placed in the way 
of Canadians wishing to enter United States, even 
on specific missions, are beyond believing. 

R. T. Bowman, Washington correspondent of the 
Southam papers, outgoes a few. He says that an 
American assigned to represent his employer in Can¬ 
ada has simply to show proof at the border that he 
is a U.S. citizen and has enough money to take care 
of himself till he starts working. He can make all 
necessary arrangements to get into Canada in about 
16 minutes. 

“But compare this,” he adds "with the complicated 
proceedings thrust on Canadians by U.S. immigra¬ 
tion officials. It requires at least a week of effort 


before a Canadian can assemble all the documents 
necessary to get into United States to work for a 
Canadian company. He is not going to the States to 
take a job from an American, but is engaged simply 
in the interests of international commerce or infor¬ 
mation. Here’s what a Canadian must produce (1) 

'passport with pictures, finger prints, etc.; (2) apply 
personally to _ a U.S. consul for visa. But in order to 
get that visa it is necessary to . have (1) 2 
copies of civil birth record; (2) two certified copier, 
of civil marriage record; (3) duplicate official rec¬ 
ords giving police or prison records or showing no- 
such records exist; (4) If a Canadian has had mili¬ 
tary service, he must have two copies showing mili¬ 
tary rceord; (5)Three identical photographs of spec¬ 
ial type (6) duplicate notary statements from em¬ 
ployer giving proof of employment and all details; 
(7) duplicate statements from bank officials show-' 
ing present balances and other details in respect to 
deposits; (8) duplicate statement showing list of se¬ 
curities owned, proof of ownership, current values, 
etc.; (9) duplicate statement from insurance com¬ 
panies showing details of policies. < 

“These are not all the documents by any means,” 
continues Mr. Bowman, “and then before a visa can 
be granted each applicant must be medically exam¬ 
ined and fingerprinted again. Who said 8000 miles of 
undefended border?” 


Pertinent Topics 

Discussed by H: C. 

It cannot be more than six 
years since Russia was thrown 
out of the League of Nations for 
acta of aggression against Fin¬ 
land; now she is showing an ag¬ 
gressive spirit that threatens to 
disrupt the organization that dis¬ 
placed the League. In this she 
will be backed by the civilian ar¬ 
my of occupation she has in the 
united nations, made up of Com¬ 
munists and fellow-travellers. If 
you would know who they are in 
Canada keep an eye on those you 
already suspect; nothing Moscow 
will do is going to disturb their 
fealty to Moscow, and they have 
spokesmen in radio and press, in 
colleges and churches. 

They would sneer if one should 
tell them that by firm action of 
the U.N.O. Russia can be saved 
just as Germany could have been 
saved by firm action of the 
League. They will sneer because 
they are just as sure that Russia 
will wjn. as Retain, Laval and 
Quisling were in 1940 that Ger¬ 
many would win. But Russia has 
no more chance of winning now 
than Germany ihaa. In another 
war her army will be as impotent 
as Japan's army was in the war 
just ended because there is no 
place where it can go to meet 
the enemy. It has already over¬ 
run neighboring countries and it 
can go farther afield but Ger¬ 
many and Japan did the same 
before throwing in the sponge, 
a _ —O—•— 

DeGaulle has shown himself 
notoriously hard to work with, 
but his size-up of the European 
situation is more trustworthy 
than that of the Communists, or 
the Socialists under Blum. In 
any country the Communists can 
be depended upon to favor Rus¬ 
sia against their own country, 
and the Socialists under Blum 
did not distinguish themselves 
for wisdom or vision in the pre¬ 
war period, so when DeGaulle 
say* that in view of the interna¬ 


tional situation a strong French 
army is a prime necessity, 
France ought to back him to the 
limit. 

In appraising the general sit¬ 
uation he no doubt lays stress 
upon the deterioration of morale 
in the American zone of opera¬ 
tion as indicated in the I-wanna- 
go-home demonstrations, and the 
soon-to-be-complete demobiliza¬ 
tion of the Canadian forces of co- 
cupation. 

Mr. Churchill says the second 
world war could have been pre¬ 
vented if the United States had 
stayed with the League.of Na¬ 
tions, and a Canadian newspaper 
commenting on this, said that 
party heelers who frustrated 
Wilson .have much to answer for. 
Fair judgment is not so easily 
reached. Wilson played the party 
game all through the piece 
when a little give and take might 
have saved- the League and his 
own fame. Prominent Republi¬ 
cans like Roosevelt, Root, Taft 
and Lodge were urging action 
against Germany when Wilac** 
was making as much fuss over 
the interruption of mails by Bri¬ 
tain as he was over the destruc¬ 
tion of American lives and ships 
by Germany, yet in 1918 he had 
the temerity to urge Americans 
to vote Democrat and thus help 
win the war! 

Having seized Standard Oil 
properties in Hungary, Russians 
claim they manage them much 
more efficiently. That’s showing 
grandmother how to suck eggs. 

When a Board of Evangelism 
and Social Service petitions the 
government to increase taxes on 
alcoholic beverages IT is pretty 
good evidence the members of 
the Board are total abstainers. If 
there was a tax on total abstin¬ 
ence 'would they be asking to 
have it increased? 

At the inauguration of the 
new President of Brazil Canada 
will be represented as ‘Ambassa¬ 
dor pro tem by General Mac- 
Naughton. To the electors of 
North Grey and QuAppelle this 


will point a moral about the 
stone that the builders rejected. 

When Mr. Reed of the Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Branch was consulted 
about the Meyer case by General 
Vokes he was consulted on a 
,point that had never before aris¬ 
en, and he took a good deal on 
himself if he gave advice with¬ 
out consulting his superiors. 

Interviewed at Regina Mr. 
Bracken said he was not throw¬ 
ing anybody out of his party— 
this - in answer to a question 
about reorganization being in 
progress or in contemplation.

Efforts To Get 
M.H.O. Services * 

Foothills Health B’d in Touch 

With Dr. Collins of Ituna, 
Sask. Nurses Report on 
Divisional Health 

At the latest meeting of the 
Foothills Health Division, the sec¬ 
retary F. L. Watt reviewed steps 
taken to secure a Medical Health 
Officer for the division. Covering 
conversatidn and correspondence 
with Dr. Collins of Ituna, Sas¬ 
katchewan, it was reported that__ 
Dr. Collins was unwilling to take 
over the duties until living accom¬ 
odation could be found in High 
River. His efforts while in the 
town had not proved successful, 
and there was now uncertainty as 
to whether he still plans to take 
over duties here if accommodation 
can be found. A letter written to 
Dr. Collins in November requesting 
information re his intentions ha<r 
so far not brought reply. The 
board approved the action taken in 
trying to secure Dr. Collins. -> 

Sam Fox presided at the meet¬ 
ing in the absence of Dr. W. C. 
McNichol, chairman. The financial 
report up to the end of November 
had not been received from the 
Dept, of Public Health, but for the 
period from the Dept, of Public 
Health, but for the period from- 
May 31 to Aug. 31, there was 
shown a balance of credit of $2,- 
663.41. 

Correspondence showed that af¬ 
ter Dec. 31 the rent for health dis¬ 
trict office in High River will be 
paid from funds of the district. In 
the past year this was paid by the 
Dept, of Public Works. 

Nurses’ Report 

Miss Stewart, Miss Davis and 
Mias Mills presented their health 
reports. 

Miss Stewart, referring to that 
fourth nuarter of 1946 said that in 
the beginning of the quarter she 
had visited all school districts, 
taking advantage of every oppor¬ 
tunity to explain and promote nurs 
ing services. She spoke of the im¬ 
proved condition in many of the 
schools, particularly rural schools 
in respect to sanitation. 

S67 school children and 267 pre¬ 
school children had been examined. 
There had been no serious out¬ 
break of communicable diseases, 
but-there were several cases of un- 
dulant fever in the Turner Valley 
area. In November there had been 
three cases of diphtheria in Cayley 
district, 2 children and one adult. 
A survey was made in the schools 
for investigation of any children 
who might be subject to diphtherv* 
In November 669 diphtheria toxoid 
had been administered. Miss Stew¬ 
art reported that the staff had at¬ 
tended a meeting in Edmonton 
which was instructing and inter¬ 
esting. 

Miss Miles, staff nurse of Tumei 
Valley, reported that there had 
been 14 cases of chicken pox re¬ 
ported in that area and 3 cases of 
undulant fever, recovering. These 
cases have caused talk and ar¬ 
rangements had been made for all 
cows from which milk was being 
obtained to be checked by a Cal¬ 
gary veterinarian. The people in 
the Valley were much interested 
in arrangments for pasteurization. 
Miss Mills reported on summer 
baby clinics in which much interest 
had been shown. 

Miss Stewart referred to fumi¬ 
gation of properties by Mr. Moon¬ 
ey for protection against bed bugs. 
Miss Stewart stated that Mr. 
Mooney was doing a limited 
amount of this work and that ma¬ 
terial was paid for by the people 
for whom the work was done. At 
this time it is not being done to 
an extent seriously interfering 
with other work. 

Mr. Fox, on behalf of the Board 
expressed appreciation of the ser¬ 
vices of the nurses who had carried 
on well without the services of a 
medical health officer.

In Germany 

Lt. N/S Deborah Bond Has Seen 

Service in Belgium and Differ¬ 
ent Parts of Germany 

(By E. R. L.) 

Lt. N/S Deborah Bond who re¬ 
cently from overseas had many in- 
- tcresting experiences in her ser¬ 
vice in hospitals in Germany. Af¬ 
ter nine months in England she 
was sent to Belgium for a short 
time, and then to No. 7 Can. Gen. 
S’ Hospital near Bremen. Fortunate¬ 
ly the Germans has evacuated the 
building hurriedly leaving food, 
medical supplies and linen. Many 
starvation cases were treated 
there including Poles, Czechs and 
political prisoners. They had come 
from starvation camps, the major¬ 
ity had T.B. and several died 
daily. Working in this hospital 
were German orderlies and nurses. 
The nurses were obedient and 
—hard-working. 

After a few weeks the eighth 
British hospital took over and the 
Canadian nurses were then housed 
in tents. The next move was to a 
hospital near Oldenburg, built on 
a spider plan, with swimming pool 
and luxurious furnishings. Pa¬ 
tients here were British, Polish 
.and Canadian prisoners. 

At this hospital the nursing sis¬ 
ters had bicycles, permanent waves 
• and manicures gratis. Beauty par¬ 
lors were staffed with German op¬ 
erators under supervision of Cana¬ 
dian personnel. Parties were en¬ 
joyed “With Americans camped near 
by and there was great variety of 
beverages available. 

Another move was to a splen¬ 
didly equipped hospital, a former 
German naval hospital at Wilhelm- 
shaven. X ray machines and such 
valuable equipment were left in¬ 
tact. At this hospital also Ger¬ 
man maids and men were used 
for domestic service. Services such 
as hairdressing were paid for by 
chocolate bars and cigarettes, 
which were preferred to money. 

Nurses wero never allowed out 
in any part of Germany without 
armed escort, but there were many 
opportunities• of seeing western 
Europo through organized tours 
arranged by the Canadian army 
and British navy. 

Black Markets 

The black market flourished at 
the port of Amsterdam. There oia 
paintings, native costumes and 
other things could be purchased 
for cigarettes, soap or chocolate 
bars. In a shop in Amsterdam 
N/S Bond, put down her camera 
for a moment. When she turned 
round it had disapeared, and in re¬ 
sponse to complaint, it was ex¬ 
plained that it would fetch 3000 
guilders and was not likely to bo 
recovered. The proprietor of the 
shop warned that anything un¬ 
locked In hotel rooms would be
